Now a widower, the 74-year-old lives 
in Fenwick with daughter Audra. 

Minchin taught in many places 
including Kingston, New Liskeard and 
Haileybury. He was the principal of four 
schools including Centennial Secondary 
School and Stamford Collegiate 
Secondary School in Niagara Falls, and 
loved every minute of his career because 
he spent time with a lot of great children. 

He helped turn Stamford into an art 
school, moved a special needs class 
beside the cafeteria at Centennial to 
help them meet other kids and took an 
entire school of 200 students from New 
Liskeard to Victoria, British Columbia. 

“I don’t know that I was the right (per¬ 
sonality) type for the job, but I like to 
think I helped some and made a dif¬ 
ference because I tried to listen and be 
there,” he said. 

Despite his love for the job it was also 
difficult and brought stress and sadness 
when students died or went through 
their own difficulties. 

Minchin had two heart attacks and 
retired in 1994. 

A champion of community preserva¬ 
tion and spirit Minchin threw himself 
into serving the needs of residents in 
Welland, Pelham and Port Colbome for 
the last 18 years. 

He joined the Kiwanis Club of Welland 


very shortly after he retired. 

"My excuse was always that I was too 
busy, but Maryanne Christoff forced me 
to join,” he said. “And I just threw myself 
into I because I believed we could make 
a difference.”

ST. CATHARINES — Niagara police 
could be In for a fight over the budget 
increase they are seeking, according 
to St. Catharines regional councillor 
Bruce Timms. 

The Niagara Police Services Board 
voted to ask for more than $126 mil¬ 
lion in its 2013 operating budget — an 
increase of 2.87% over 2012. 

That’s .3% more, however, than 
the 2.57% increase recommended 
by Niagara Region in its 2013 budget 
guidelines. 

Timms made a presentation to the 
Police Services Board at its meeting 
Thursday, Oct. 25 where he said more 
needs to be done to bring the budget 
within the recommended amount.

Thorold chamber splinter group denied charter

The Greater Niagara Chamber of 
Commerce has refused to hand back 
a Thorold business splinter group its 
charter. 

But Greater Niagara CEO Walter 
Sendzik said his group’s Thorold 
Business Council will redouble efforts to 
represent that city’s busmess interests. 

This year, a group that called itself the 
Thorold Committee of Concern began 
accepting fees for new members to join 
an interim Thorold chamber. Thorold's 
chamber charter was surrendered 
when it merged with the St. Catharines- 
Thorold Chamber of Commerce in 2006. 

That organization officially became 
the Greater Niagara Chamber this year. 

The Thorold group seeking to reform 
their local chamber maintains the 
Greater Niagara organization isn't ade¬ 
quately representing their interests. 

Some of those issues included a per- 

LCBO outlet and licence bureau open 
in Thorold. 

Terry Dow, a leader in the Thorold 


group, said notification of the refusal 
to return the charter came via a recent 
letter. 

In the meantime, the group has 
changed its Committee of Concern 
name, and incorporated as the Greater 
Thorold Business Council. 

“We're definitely not backing down," 
Dow said. 

“In the three months we've been 
doing this, we’ve got about 75 members 
and they're still coming in. 

“The Thorold business community is 
backing us 100%,” said Dow, who ran the 
former separate Thorold chamber for 
nine years ending in 2000. 

“Hopefully, at some point they’ll have 
to listen to what their members are 
saying." 

Sendzik said the Greater Niagara 
Chamber board made a decision to 
“move forward and put the resources 
into the Thorold Business Council.” 

He said the Greater Niagara's Thorold 
chamber members "have clearly said to 
us ... resources we offer are a benefit to 
them as a business, so they want to work 
through a local business council.
